We are by no 
means disposed to quarral with thi* love of 
our molber couut-y, and could it only be 
proved tn us. tfatt Ihe mean! were calculated 
to ensure the end pfopoted, we might 
willingly concede a little Indulgence to 
such character*. Rut really our preten- 
sions to pslronlxe Iba British manufacture;, by 
wearing three times aa much of hia clothe! aa 
we ran possibly pay him for, 1* rattier u 
ludicrous support to tender liim- We may 
certainly doubt whether honest John Bull 
will continue to feel vary proud of such 
relatiunshlp I If we wish to be in reality Ihi 
petrous and supporters of British manufac- 
turers, w* can render ourselves aucb only by 
tsking tsuil to what we give. There art 
com modi i it* of British muufacbiTr wblcb we 
need not attempt, fat many years to come, to 
produce, and the purchasing and pasing for 
tbeie will give ill enough to do. Woollen 
manufacture ie a branch of trade wbich we 
believe we could carry on with Irn incon- 
venience, and with better proipec! of imme- 
diate advantage, than any other. 

"No other occupation could be punned 
with morn beneficial results to our whole 
riinl population. The agricultural claai, 
whoie ad van cement and prorpcrity have, an.
